45 doctors write to express concern over hospital changes 

GPS’ ‘DISMAY’

MORE than 40 GPs have sent a let¬ 
ter to health bosses and politicians, 
expressing their “dismay and con¬ 
cern” at the downgrading of the 
Horton General Hospital. 

Doctors from across Oxfordshire, 
along with neighbouring counties, 
said changes to the Banbury hospital 
would have a “huge impact” on patients 
and make it harder for them to access 
healthcare services. 

The letter came two months after NHS 
chiefs announced the temporary reduc¬ 
tion of the maternity service from a 
consultant-led unit to a midwife-led one. 

Since October expectant mothers 
deemed to be “high risk” have had to 
travel to the John Radcliffe Hospital in 
Oxford to give birth. 

Campaigners Keep Our NHS Public 
said they were scandalised the letter 
from the GPs had not been made pub¬ 
lic at a council meeting last week. They 
claimed it had been sent to the chair¬ 
woman of the Oxfordshire Health Over¬ 
view and Scrutiny Committee, Yvonne 
Constance. 

The letter, signed by 45 medics, urged 
health bosses to act now and prevent 
“ill-conceived” action. 

They added: “We recognise that very 
specialist healthcare is best delivered in 
larger centres, but what is threatened 
is the dismantling of basic services at 
the Horton such as maternity and child 
health with the subsequent knock-on ef¬ 
fect on other specialities and ultimately 
their closure. 

“The downgrading will put further 
strain on an already stretched and 
vulnerable primary care service; both 
threatening its future and putting pa¬ 
tients at increased risk of poor health.” 

On Saturday about 50 campaigners for 
the Horton took to the streets of Oxford 
in protestagainstOxfordUniversity Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Foundation Trust announc¬ 
ing the unit would become midwife- 
led due to staffing issues. 

Campaigner Desley Ayers, from 
King’s Sutton, near Banbury, argued 
normal births could become complicat¬ 
ed very quickly. 

She added: “If they cut the hospital in 
Banbury, the John Radcliffe Hospital is 
going to have to take all those patients.

“The whole county needs to be aware 
of it.” 

Health managers criticised the Save 
the Horton campaigners for causing 
“quite severe” pressures by displaying 
offensive posters during the trust’s re¬ 
cruitment drive. 

At a trust board meeting last Wednes¬ 
day, director of clinical services Paul 
Brennan said: “I recognise this is an 
emotional issue and some members do 
not agree with our decision but their 
campaign should be about the service, 
not about individuals. 

“We have concerns about the fact that 
there have been people’s pictures un¬ 
der the words ‘baby killers’ on posters 
and it is totally inappropriate.” 

Keith Strangwood, chairman of the 
Keep The Horton General Campaign 
Group, said the posters had been made 
by parents who attended one of their 
protests in Banbury 

He said: “One of them had a poster 
saying ‘dead in an ambulance’ and one 
said ‘baby killers’. 

“On our Facebook site, we told peo¬ 
ple to make up their own poster and 
people came along because people 
care so much about this cause.” 

A review of the unit was pushed 
back from October to March next year.

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Councillors caught 
out over council tax 

THE Deputy Lord Mayor of 
Banbury was one of four 
councillors in Oxfordshire to 
be sent a court summons in 
the 2015/16 financial year 
over unpaid council tax. 

According to Freedom of 
Information figures obtained 
by Private Eye magazine 
Nicholas Turner, pictured, 
who represents Banbury 
Hardwick on Cherwell 
District Council, was ordered to pay £412.85 
after being sent three reminders for overdue 
payments. 

Across the county £4,845.60 was recouped from 
four councillors including the Lord Mayor of 
Oxford over the course of 12 months. 

Mr Turner told the Cake the issue arose over a 
property he lets out while it was being 
refurbished, and he had paid off the debt before 
the court summons arrived. 

He added: “It is not my sole residence. It was 
genuine bureaucracy and it cost me money.” 

Other councillors cited family and financial 
problems, a slow reminders system and being 
‘completely stupid’ for their delayed payments. 

Cherwell District Council spokeswoman 
Jemma Callow said: “It is a legal requirement 
for occupiers or owners of all eligible properties 
to pay council tax as per their annual bill. This 
applies to all domestic properties whether they 
are owned, rented or empty, unless subject to a 
discount, exemption or council tax reduction. 

“Where bills remain outstanding, Cherwell 
will issue reminder letters and a summons to 
recover the outstanding fees and any legal costs. 

“This is the council’s statutory obligation. The 
same recovery approach applies to everyone 
whether they are an elected member or not.” 

The Local Government Finance Act forbids 
councillors from voting on the council’s budget 
and determining council tax if they themselves 
have missed payments for two consecutive 
months or more.

Cheers to impact 
of watering holes 


MP lauds pub industry as 
figures show its positive 
contribution to economy

PRAISE for the local pub 
trade has been dished out by 
the Banbury MP this week 
after new figures show the 
north of the county has more 
than 100 watering holes. 

Victoria Prentis has praised 
the industry’s contribution to 
Banbury’s economy, with four 
breweries also in the local area. 

This puts the town in the top 
10 per cent of UK parliamentary 
constituencies for number of 
pubs. 

Mrs Prentis said: “It is brilliant 
to hear that our pub and brew¬ 
ing industry has contributed so 


much to the local economy in 
North Oxfordshire.Pubs are of¬ 
ten the heart of the community. 

“I really enjoy meeting con¬ 
stituents during my pub tours, 
which I hold regularly across 
the constituency. 

“My next one will be in the 
evening of December 8, in The 
Saxon, Sheep Street in Bicester.” 

The new figures were put to 
MPs in the House of Commons 
by the British Beer and Pub As¬ 
sociation (BBPA) to show just 
how significant the local water¬ 
ing hole can be to the commu¬ 
nity. 

It revealed that in Banbury 
there are more than 1,500 direct 
jobs created by the industry of 
which 740 people were between 
age 16 to 24. 

The figures also showed more 
than £25.8m is paid out in wages 
currently across the pub sector 
in Banbury 


BBPA chief executive Brigid 
Simmonds said: “The economic 
impact brewing and pubs has 
on the UK economy is clear for 
all to see, but on a local level the 
large number of people earn¬ 
ing a living from the trade has a 
huge impact. 

“This new data drives home 
how important our sector is 
for a vibrant and thriving local 
economy, alongside the huge 
importance of pubs to our local 
communities.” 

The figures showed that Ban¬ 
bury had the most pubs and 
breweries in comparison to all 
other Oxfordshire constituen¬ 
cies with Witney coming in 
closely behind with 120 pubs and 
just three breweries. 

The Oxford West and Abing¬ 
don constituency was at the 
back of the pack in Oxfordshire 
with 66 pubs and one brewery in 
the area.

Firefighters tackling the blaze in Mould Crescent 

Inquiry as outbuilding gutted by fire 


A SUSPECTED bonfire turned out to be a 
'significant' early-morning blaze this week 
and is believed to be a case of arson. 

Eyewitnesses first thought the fire 
behind a property in Mould Crescent, 
Banbury, on Monday was a bonfire, but as 
the flames began to intensify they called 
the fire service. 

The fire turned out to be in an 
outbuilding. 

Oxfordshire County Council Fire and 
Rescue Service were called to the reports 


of fencing on fire at the rear of the house 
at about 1am. 

Two pumps came from Banbury fire 
station and crews discovered that a 
significant fire had taken hold of the large 
outbuilding. 

Firefighters tackled the blaze wearing 
breathing apparatus using two hose reels 
and a strike jet to extinguish the fire. 

Crew manager Mike Aspinal, from 
Banbury fire station said: "Vigilant 
neighbours made the emergency call after 


initially thinking that there was a bonfire 
in the area. 

"We received the call as fencing on fire 
but on arrival, we found that 75 per cent of 
the outbuilding was on fire. 

"Whilst no one was injured in the fire, 
significant damage was done to personal 
property." 

Thames Valley Police is also making 
inquiries into the cause of the fire and 
urged anybody with any information to 
come forward and call 101.

A HARD-WORKING fundraiser 
from Banbury joined the fun and 
festivities at this year’s Lord May¬ 
or’s Show parade in London in rec¬ 
ognition of her efforts. 

Caroline Lally, who works for fam¬ 
ily pub chain Brewers Fayre, joined pa¬ 
tients from Great Ormond Street Hospi¬ 
tal on a float after being nominated by 
colleagues. 

On Saturday, November 12, the wait¬ 
ress stood alongside scores of others on 
the Premier Inn and Restaurants float 
and was cheered on by a crowd of about 
half a million. 

Ms Lally had pulled out all the stops 
to arrange an event at the Bicester pub 
in May this year raising vital cash for 
the hospital, which treats children from 
across the UK with some of the rarest 
and most complex conditions. 

She said: “It was a real honour to be 
selected to be a part of the float. The 
day was really fun and everyone was 
in great spirits. I’m so pleased to have 
raised money for a worthwhile cause.” 

The Lord Mayor’s Show is thought to 
be the UK’s oldest street party and has 
taken place through 801 years of Lon¬ 
don history, surviving the Black Death 
and the Blitz. 

This year’s event featured more than 


7,000 participants, 20 bands, 150 horses 
and hundreds of other carriages, carts, 
coaches and vehicles. 

Carry On star Dame Barbara Windsor 
also turned out to greet participants on 
the Premier Inn float. 

So far Premier Inn and Restaurants, 
which has the same parent company 
as Brewers Fayre, has raised £7.5m 
towards a new state-of-the-art clini¬ 
cal building at Great Ormond Street 
through employee fundraising, dona¬ 


tions and corporate events. The new fa¬ 
cility is due to open late next year. 

Great Ormond Street spokesman Amit 
Aggarwal said: “The money raised by 
fundraisers like Caroline will help us 
make a real difference to patients and 
their families, and we were thrilled to 
see her recognised with a place in the 
Lord Mayor’s Show.

are sent to prison 


Court told man wanted to 
murder his colleague after 
suffering months of ‘abuse’

A BAKER armed with two 
lighters who doused his col¬ 
league in white spirit during a 
‘fit of rage’ has been jailed for 
30 months. 

Graham Marsh told police he 
wanted to ‘murder’ fellow baker 
Noel Taylor after allegedly suf¬ 
fering 18 months of abuse at the 
hands of the ‘bully’. 

The 46-year-old’s victim was left 
fearing he would be set alight and 
burned to death during the ‘ut¬ 
terly terrifying’ episode on July 7. 

Jailing Marsh on Friday after he 
admitted making a threat to kill 
and common assault, Judge Peter 
Ross said he accepted the defend¬ 
ant had been troubled by Mr Tay¬ 
lor’s ‘teasing’. 

He added: “There was undoubt¬ 
edly an atmosphere around you at 
work. While some may regard it 
as harmless workplace banter, it 
must be remembered it can have a 
considerable effect on others.” 

Prosecutor Jonathan Stone told 
Oxford Crown Court Mr Taylor 
spotted Marsh perching on a wall, 
grasping what he thought was a 
bottle of water, after arriving for 
work at Banbury’s Fine Lady Bak¬ 
ery 

Marsh, of Bretch Hill, Banbury, 
said: ‘I’m going to sort this out 
now’ moments before drenching 
his victim from his neck to his 
knees with white spirit from the 
bottle, while clutching a lighter. 

Mr Taylor tried to snatch the 
bottle from Marsh’s hands after 
fearing he would be set on fire, 
refraining himself from ‘beating’ 
the defendant, the court was told. 

The defendant later told a fire¬ 
fighter he wanted to set himself 
alight and had covered himself in 
white spirit.

ATTACKERS who were 
'disgustingly intoxicated' 
when they ambushed a 
passer-by strolling through a 
park have been jailed for their 
'cowardly' violence. 

Ryan McCarthy and 
Christopher Taylor looked on 
emotionlessly as they were 
thrown behind bars for 
unleashing terror on victim 
Martins Rudzitis. 

Jailing the pair at Oxford 
Crown Court on Friday, 
Recorder John Bate-Williams 
slammed the defendants for 
their alcohol-fuelled rampage. 

He condemned the 
aggressive pairfor having 
drank too much before the 
attack in the Banbury park, 
which he claimed would have 
been 'desperately frightening' 
for the victim. 

Recorder Bate-Williams 
added: "In my 15 years sitting 
as a part-time judge, I cannot 
recall a more cowardly act on 
a defenceless and vulnerable 
man. 

"The hapless and helpless 
victim came into the park, 
minding his own business and 
oblivious to the onslaught 
which was about to be 
launched against him. 

"This was cowardly violence 
and an entirely unprovoked 
act on a defenceless man - 
defenceless and vulnerable." 

The court was told the 
defendants were 'heavily 


intoxicated' and looking to 
cause trouble when they 
entered People's Park, 
Banbury, on July 11,2014. 

Taylor pushed Mr Rudzitis 
after spotting him coming 
into the park, threatening him 
and shoving him up against a 
wall. 

Mr Rudzitis did not try to 
resist the attack, putting his 
arms by his side as he was 
punched in the face, his head 
hitting the wall, the court 
heard. McCarthy, who knew 
his victim, jumped into the 
onslaught, punching Mr 
Rudzitis, causing him to fall to 
the ground. 

The court was told Taylor 
then appeared to help Mr 
Rudzitis from the ground 
before McCarthy delivered 
further blows to the victim. 
Taylor, of Cotswold Crescent, 
Chipping Norton, also kicked 
his victim about his body. 

Nigel Daly, defending 
McCarthy, of Balmoral 
Avenue, Banbury, who was 
jailed for 14 months, said the 
26-year-old was shocked by 
his behaviour. 

Taylor, 28, who had 
previous convictions for 
violence and alcohol-related 
incidents, was jailed for 16 
months. 

Both admitted assault 
occasioning actual bodily 
harm and must pay a victim 
surcharge. 


Marsh was walked to the po¬ 
lice station by the firefighter af¬ 
ter removing two lighters from 
his backpack and pocket, along 
with barbecue lighter fluid. 

The defendant also revealed 
to the firefighter a colleague 
was constantly point-scoring 
against him, the court was told. 

He admitted to officers he 
wanted to cause serious harm 
to his victim, adding he felt 
things had been ‘getting too 
much’ after telling police he 
had depression. 

In his police interview, Marsh 
revealed there had been ongo¬ 
ing issues with Mr Taylor since 
his mother died, claiming his 


victim made comments which 
had ‘built up and up’. 

The court was told there was 
a confrontation between the 
pair, who were ‘nose to nose’, 
the day before Marsh doused 
Mr Taylor with the liquid. 

Defence barrister Alistair 
Grainger said Marsh, who 
had no previous convictions 
and must pay a victim sur¬ 
charge, had been struggling to 
cope but acted ‘wholly’ out of 
character. 

Marsh was also charged with 
attempting to cause grievous 
bodily harm but the Crown 
Prosecution Service offered no 
evidence on this charge.

New solar roof turns up the heat 


JUST two months after we 
revealed the UK’s largest 
community-owned solar 
rooftop had been built in 
Oxfordshire, the record has 
been broken. 

This massive array on the 
roof of UTC Aerospace 
systems in Banbury contains 
2,590 solar panels and will 
generate enough energy to 


power 120 homes each year. 

It just beats the previous 
record of 2,446 photovoltaic 
panels on the roof of 
Prodive, also in Banbury. 

Both projects were 
co-ordinated by social 
enterprise Low Carbon Hub, 
and funded using a 
community benefit model. 

This means ordinary 


people were invited to buy 
shares in the solar rooftop 
and will get a return on their 
investment over its lifetime. 

John England, site director 
at UTC Aerospace Systems, 
said: “Using our roof space 
to generate clean energy 
whilst also helping the local 
community is a win-win for 
us all.”

Jails must be places of rehabilitation 


E VERY week, I spend my 
Tuesday mornings at 
Westminster on the Justice 
Committee. 

Our meetings usually involve 
gathering evidence and questioning 
experts to inform our various reports. 
We usually have a number of subjects 
under consideration, which currently 
include how to deal with criminal 
records of convictions of under-18 
year olds and prison reform. 

Some of our reports have had an 
instant effect on government policy 
(for example on the criminal court 
charge), while others are long-term 
pieces of work. 

I have long been interested in prison 
reform, since I spent many years 
representing the Prison Service in the 
courts. 

As a committee we published a 
report looking at prison safety back 
in May. 

I have been very concerned about 
recent events in prisons such as the 
riot at HMP Bedford, and the videos 
of prisoners in HMP Bullingdon in 
Bicester which were shown in the 
recent Channel 4 programme. 

It is clear that there are some deep- 
seated problems in our prisons. We 
must confront recruitment problems 
head-on.

Without adequate staff we cannot 
make prisons the rehabilitative places 
they must be if we are to cut re¬ 
offending rates, and break the cycle 
of criminality. 

Brexit is also going to be a key focus 
as we look ahead; we will be studying 
its impact on the justice system, and 
have just announced an inquiry into 
how our exit from the European 
Union will affect the Channel Islands 
and the Isle of Man, our Crown 
dependencies. 


Some of us on the committee spoke 
at length with the Justice Secretary in 
the wake of the High Court judgment 
on Article 50. 

Personally, I think we should 
respect the judges' ruling in this case. 
They were asked to look closely at 
the application of the law, and made 
their judgment on that basis. 

They were simply doing their job 
and should not be criticised for that. 

While I voted Remain at the 
referendum, I am a firm believer in 


our parliamentary democracy. We 
must respect the result; I would 
therefore vote to trigger Article 50. 

I know the Justice Committee will 
be watching developments closely.

GIVEN the amount of 
saccharine tosh we’re subjected 
to each and every winter, it’s 
perhaps no surprise that, much 
like an over-excited kid on 
Christmas Day, we embraced 
Bad Santa with open arms when 
it was released back in 2003. 

Billy Bob Thornton’s portrayal 
of Willie Soke, a sweary, dirty, 
drunk conman who disguises 
himself as Santa, so he and his 
‘elf’ partner, Marcus, can use the 
season of goodwill to line their 
own pockets, earned him a 
Golden Globe nomination. 

The quirky, dark comedy also 
went on to earn over $76m at the 
worldwide box office and a place 
in seasonal rundowns of ‘best 
ever’ festive films. 

Now, 13 years on, Bad Santa’s 
coming to town once again. 

When we saw him last, Willie 
looked like he might’ve found 
his happy-ever-after with Sue, a 
woman with a Father Christmas 
fetish, but when the film opens, 
Sue’s long gone and Willie’s set 
to do himself in. First by 
shoving his head in the oven, 
until he realises it’s electric, and 
then via a cord, until the ever 
chubby and cheery Thurman 
Merman (Brett Kelly reprising 
his role) arrives at his place 
with a bundle of cash. 

Willie’s soon meeting up with 
his former mucker Marcus 
(Tony Cox). 

Despite Marcus’s attempt to 
kill Willie and run off with the 
money at the end of Bad Santa, 
he has a proposition for him - 
stealing from a Chicago charity 
on Christmas Eve. 

Despite his doubts, Willie 
decides to go along with it, but 
on arrival in the Windy City, he’s 
met with the unwelcome sight 
of his mum, Sunny {Bad Santa 
newcomer Kathy Bates), who he 
greets by slapping around the 


face. It’s downhill from there as 
it transpires just how vile 
mamma’s been over the years, 
but she has a plan for the three 
of them - and it involves Willie 
working his ‘magic’ on Diane 
(Christina Hendricks), the prim 
and proper charity director. 

A sequel has to be bigger and 
bolder than its original 
otherwise why bother, but in 
this instance, it simply means 
more filth. Even Bates has 
admitted she had doubts over a 
scene in which Sunny’s sitting 
on the throne watching trashy 
TV, but she’s gone for it, as have 
all the cast. There’s light relief 
in Kelly’s Thurman, the only 
person who manages to warm 
Willie’s seemingly cold and 
cynical heart, Thornton’s quips, 
and the queue of kids waiting to 
sit on ‘Santa’s’ lap provide a few 
chuckles. 

But mostly you cringe. If 
you’re looking for a strong 
antidote to Christmas schmaltz, 
you won’t be disappointed, but 
there’s a chance you’ll leave the 
cinema feeling like you’ve 
downed a dodgy eggnog - with a

NORTH Oxfordshire villages 
are popular for many reasons, 
including a surprising number 
of literary connections. 

Fringford is best known for its 
association with Flora Thomp¬ 
son’s much-loved novel, Lark Rise 
to Candleford. 

To write the 19th century tale, Ms 
Thompson drew on her years spent 
in Oxfordshire. 

The fictitious town of Candleford 
was created using elements of Ban¬ 
bury, Bicester and Buckingham. 

But Candleford Green was based 
on Fringford, which she knew ex¬ 
tremely well as she worked in the 
village post office from 1891 to 1897. 

It was not until 1945 that the Can¬ 
dleford trilogy was published but 


it is still well known, thanks to var¬ 
ious television adaptations which 
have been screened during the past 
30 years. 

The village is known for its vi¬ 
brant community, with a pub, pri¬ 
mary school, playgroup, village 
hall, cricket club and St Michael 
and All Angels Church. 

Surrounding countryside in¬ 
cludes a network of footpaths and 
bridleways, which make it a good 


spot for hikers and horseriders. 
Fringford is also well connected to 
Oxford, Bicester and Buckingham¬ 
shire, as well as the A34 and M40. 
In terms of rail, there are frequent 
and fast services to London Mar- 
ylebone, taking just 45 minutes 
and the Midlands.
